CHICAGO, June 6.—Beaten at every 
turn in their fight to obtain recogni- 
tion at the hands of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee, the allies abandoned 
their fight on the Taft forces before 
the committee today.

The large gas tanks were 
thrown into the air and landed three 
and four blocks away, imperilling the 
lives of pedestrians. Heavy plate 
glass windows in scores of down- 
town stores were shattered. The roof 
of the wrecked bullding, which was 
completed only a few weeks ago, was 
thrown over against the roof of the 
hospital. 

Hospital Patients Shocked. 

The shock to the patients in the in- 
stitution, which number more than 
100, probably will result in some 
deaths. The great buildings rocked 
and patients were thrown from their 
beds.

May Thornton was saved from the 
river Saturday by Ben Horracks of 2940 
Pine street. She is the third woman he 
bas saved from drowning. 

Herracks has charge of the city gar- 
bage barge at the foot of Gratiot street. 
At 10:30 o'clock Saturday morning 
saw a women floating toward his barge. 
She was face downward and all he could 
see was the back of her shirtwaist, 
which was puffed full of air and was 
keeping her afloat. 

He leaped into a skiff and rowed out 
to her and lifted her head from the 
water. She was unconsctous and 4l- 
most dead. Horracks leaned her over 
the gunwale of his boat and rolled her 
back and forth to get the water from 
her iungs. Then he tock her ashore 
and laid her on the bank and tele- 
phoned for an ambulance. 

Before it arrived she had recovered 
s0 that she could walk, but after she 
reached the hospital she collapsed and 
it was thought she would die. 

She lived at 121 Poplar street and 
jumped into the river from the foot of 
Cedar street, one block from where 
Horracks —— her from the river.

Farmers Forced to Flee Neary 


Missouri Point, While 
Loss Is Heavy. 





Notwithstanding ten days’ constant 
work by farmers strengthening the levee 
for several miles north of the confiu- 
ence of tne alississippi and Missouri 
Rivers, the levee has given way for 
nearly 100 yards four miles north of 
the Missouri, and farmers and fisher- 
men living about Missouri Point have 
been forced to flee to higher ,ground. 

Mobile, Dresser’s and Mullanphy Is- 


lands, Missouri Point, are sub- 
merged. 

The water stands about three feet 
back of the levee which broke. Judge 
Jacob Schmidt lost 100 acres of wheat 
and 75 acres of corn by the overfiow. 
Ben Mennemeier lost 50 acres of wheat 
and 40 acres of corn, and William Feld- 
man lost 100 acres of wheat, while 
Henry Waggemann lost a large field of 
wheat. All the farmers were forced to 
flee from their homes to higher ground. 

At the. first sign of high water they 
moved their household goods to the sec- 
ond stories of their homes, and drove 
their cattle and hogs to higher groufd 
back from the river. 

The Missouri River at St. Charles is 
falling. There are indications of high 
water farther up the Missouri, however, 
as logs with chickens on them, and 
much driftwood are coming down the 
Missouri.

The explosion, according to advices 
received here, resulted from the defect in 
one of the tubes which formed the ma- 
terial for the indictments. The charges 
were originally filed Nov. 9, 1906. 

In the indictments it was alleged that 
tubes rejected by Governmént inspectors 
were treated so that the defects were 
hidden and then passed; that Govern- 
ment seals on cars loaded with tubes 
for warships were broken and tubes that 
had been passed by the Government in- 
spection removed from the car and re- 
placed with those rejected, and that 
tubes were not subjected to the hydros- 
tatic test required by the specifications. 

Two Kept on Ship. 

SAN PEDRO, Cal. June 6.—One 
more name was added today to the 
list of those who lost their lives in 
yesterday's explosion on board the ar- 
mored cruiser Tennessee, making the 
number of fatalities up to date five. 

E. J. Burns, a coal passer of New 
York City, succumbed to his injuries 
early today. Six of the seriously in- 
jured men were brought off in a ship’s 
barge and sent to Los Angeles on @ 
special electric car in charge of Dr. 
Coffman of the Tennessee. The men 
were carried on stretchers by their 
comrades from the decks. 

Those removed to Los Angeles are 
Walter S. Burns, passer, New York; 
R. W. , Walson, fireman, second class, 
East St. Louis, Iil.; A. Harris, water 
tender, Brooklyn, N. Y.; 8. Stamates, 
fireman, first class, Norfolk, Va.; F. 8. 
Maxfield, fireman, second class, 
Toughena, Pa. 

Maxfield is not expected to live and 
seyeral others will probably die from 
inhaling gas and steam. 

The injuries of R. F. Rutledge, a coal- 
passer of Aathen, Pa., and of G. M.

Pacific-Iron Mountail railway system 
will result in a loss of about $250,000 a 
year to St. Louis stockholders of the 
company.

annual disbursement of 2% per cent 
was declared payable in the stock of the 
company at par. 

St. Louisans hold probably $5,000,000 
of Missouri Pacific stock securities, and 
also are heavily interested in the com- 
pany’s bonds. 

Steckholders Are Disappointed. 

While it was expected among brokers 
that the dividend would be passed, some 
of the stockholders are reported to be 
disappointed over the action of the 
directors. 

Following the meeting of the Missouri 
Pacific board in New York Friday after- 
noon, George J. Gould, president of the 
company, made the following §state- 
ment. 

“The board of directors thought it 
a conservative policy not to. pay divi- 
dends at present, although the earnings 
would justify continuing on a 4 per cent 
basis.”’ 

In contrast to this is the statement 
filed with the State Board of Equliza- 
tion at Lincoln, Neb., by the Missouri 
Pacific Railway officials. They assert 
the loss last year amounted to $400 a 
mile. The Missouri Pacific has 297 miles 
of track in Nebraska. 

Attacked on Wall Street. 

Missouri Pacific stock has been at- 
tacked frequently of late in Wall street. 

After declining about two months ago 
to $28 a share, the stock rose rapidly 
to $64. It is now quoted between $4 
and $48 a share. In 1901 it sold at $125. 

The company's exrnings, along with 
those of other railroads, have suffered 
tremendously since the October panic, 
the average decrease being about $150,- 
000 a week. In that period two impor- 
tant Gould properties, the International 
& Great Northern and the Wabash 
Pittsburg Terminal, nave gone into the 
hands of receivers. 

>Cent Fare Cuts Earnings. 

Part of the Missouri Pacific's big reve- 
nue loss is ascribed by officials to the 
2-cent fare law. It is said the reduc- 
tion of passenger fares from 3 to 2 
cents a mile has produced a shrinkage 
in Missouri Pacific earnings, amounting 
to over $100,000 a month.

Abend Anzeiger’s Exorbitant 


Bid for German City 
Printing Rejected. 





RATE MUST GO DOWN 





Crunden Says He Will Fight 
All Summer to Prevent 
Such Extortion. 





By a vote of seven to three the City 
Council has rejected the Abend An- 
zeiger’s bid of 7 cents a line for that 
part of the city printing required by the 
charter to be done in a German news- 
paper. There was no debate. 

The excessive rate demanded by the 
Anzeiger for its space, which it sells to 
merchants using a much less quantity 
than the city, at 3 and 4 cents a line, 
was the reason given by the seven 
councilmen for their votes. The price 
asked by the Anzeiger this year is 1.25 


cents a line more than that at which it 
received the contract a year ago. 

While rejecting the Anzeiger’s bid the 
Council accepted that of the Star and 
Chronicle. That paper, which will print 
the English advertising, will get 2.85 
cents a line—4.15 cents a line léss than 
the Anzeiger’s bid, and five-hundredths 
of a cent less than the price received 
by the Republic for a year past. 

Will Reject Every Bid. 

Unless the German newspapers ma- 
terially reduce their bids, the Council 
will continue to reject any awards made 
to them by the City Register after each 
letting. This course will be followéd all 
the remaining months of this session, 
councilmen say, rather than permit the 
combination to ‘‘gouge’’ the city to the 
tune of $5000 or $6000 a year. 

The defiant attitude of John Schroers, 
secretary and general manager of the 
German-American -Press Association, 
when requested by the Council’s Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means to explain 
the Anzeiger’s high bid, helped convince 
councilmen that he and his company 
were attempting to -take advantage of 
the city under the charter provision that 
public printing be done in German news- 
papers. 

Schroers took refuge behind his “dig- 
nity’’ when councilmen made him the 
target of a fusillade of questions re- 
specting the Anzeiger’s bid. Councilmen 
concluded that Schroers was more anx!i- 
ous to prevent an investigation of a 
“combine” of German papers than to 
protect his “‘dignity.’’ 

Papers in Combine. 

In 1901 the Council’s Ways and Means 
Committee, of which Capt. Joseph Boyce 
was chairman, refused to award a print- 
ing contract to the Westliche Post on 
its bid of 8 cents a linc. At that time 
the committee reported to the Council 
that it was impressea with the belief 
that the excessive bids of the German 
papers were the result of a combina- 
tion. 

Following the committee’s investiga- 
tions, the Anzeiger, owned by the Ger- 
man American Press Association, which 
also controlled the Westliche Post, re- 
duced the former paper's bid from 8.50 
cents a line to 5.75 cents. That was the 
bid of the Anzeiger every year from 
1901 until the annua! letting two weeks 
ago, when, without explanation, it raised 
its rate to the city to 7 cents a line. 

The increase on the part of the An- 
zeiger was made in the face of the fact 
that the lowest bid for English print- 
ing—submitted by the Star and Chroni- 
cle—was 2.8 cents a line, a reduction of 
five-hundredths of a cent from the Re- 
public’s successful bid of 2.90 cents a 
line in 1907. 

Stands on His “Dignity.” 

When these facts were presented to 
the City Council, Acting Chairman 
Hauschulte of the Ways and Means 
Committee declined to make a favorable 
report on the award to the Anzeiger. He 
called a public hearing last Tuesday and 
requested the attendance of representa- 
tives of German papers. John Schreers 
of the Westliche Post and Anzeiger ap- 
peared, and declared that his “‘dignity’’ 
would not permit him to testify at a 
public inquiry into the fairness of his 
paper’s rates. 

Those councilmen who voted against 
the award of the contract to the An- 
zeiger, at Friday's meeting of the Coun- 
cil, are Grunden, Fitzsimmons, Norvell, 
Lambert, Ewing, Hauschulte and Thom- 
son. Those who voted to award it are

Climax of Series. 

The tornadoes, two in number, were 
practically the climax of a series of 
smaller storms which have passed over 
Western and Southwestern Nebraska 
during the past two days. ‘Starting in 
the southwestern part of the country, 
the tornado clouds became larger as 
they moved northeast, destroying every- 
thing in their path. 

Evidently separating, the two torna- 
does in Fillmore County swept separate 
paths across the country, leveling 
farm houses, killing stock and degstroy- 
ing crops. 

They rose and fell at intervals, the 
first destruction being two miles 
east of Shickley, where John Argen- 
bricht was killed in his home and John 
Merriman fatally injured. Moving 
toward Geneva, the velocity of the 
clquds increased until they struck the 
ground half a mile west of here, en- 
tirely destroying the home of John 
Shively. * 

Child Instantly Killed. 


The four-year-old daughter was in- 
stantly killed by a flying timber and 
an older son, Ross Shively, received in- 
juries from which he will probably die. 
Mrs. Shively also was dangerously in- 
jured and her husband badly hurt. Lulu 
Smith, the domestic, was in an upper 
room and her body was found several 
hundred feet from the ruins. 

From the Shively home the tornado 
swept to the Northwest, destroying 
crops and killing livestocl. and spent 
its fury a few miles north of Geneva. 

The rain that followed has s-vollen ali 
streams and near Jansen a little girl 
was drowned while her father, Joseph 
Fiaming, was trying to save his fam- 
ily from a threatened flood.

Clothes With Gasoline 
in Basement.

Efforts of Mrs. Fred B. Bennett to 
save her beautiful home, 6241 Waterman 
avenue, when gasoline, with which she 
was cleaning a dress in the laundry in 
the basement, became ignited, resulting 
in her being severely burned.

Rev. U. G. Robinson, superintendent

Believes in State Rights.

in the constitution of Oklahoma through 
the efforts of a State superintendent, 
from whom Genera] Superintendent Ba- 
ker had ‘withdrawn his support. 

“In administering the affairs of the 
Jeague I believe in State rights.

Baker comes here to help me I will 
be glad to co-operate with him, but if 
he comes to supersede me, I will act 
independently along the same lines 
which I have been following.

Big Consumers Will Connect 
With Union Electric’s 
Rival. 


MERCHANT COMPLAINS 
Bills Rise Steadily Under Old 
Contract, With Technical 
Talk as Remedy. 





Many large consumers of electricity— 
some of them paying as much as $2000 a 
month to the Union Electric Light and 
Power Co.—are on the waiting list of the 
new West End Light and Power Co., 
which has applied to the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements for a permit to erect 
poles and wires in the district between 
Duncan, Lindell, Newstead avenue and 
King’s highway. 

Mayor Wells and Edward F. Goltra 
are largely interested in apartment 
houses that will be served by the new 
company in the event its permit is 
granted, Unless the company’s fran- 
chise is recognized by the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements, it cannot carry out 
its plans, without taking the validity of 
the ordinance to the courts for a de- 
cision. 

Franchise Granted in 1882. 

The franchise under which the com- 
pany expects to operate was granted 
to Browning, King & Co., in 1882, and 
all the necessary formalities to make 
it legal were carried out. 

Until. the Board of Public Improve- 
ments passes upon the validity of the 


franchise the company will take no fur- 
ther steps. Several lawyers, who have 
gone carefully into the matter, have 
assured the Company that the franchise 
is good. 

If the franchise is good it is probable 
the West End Light and Power _Co. 
will at once enter the local field as a 
competitor of Union Electric. 


Big Hotels Seek New Light. 
The Buckingham Club and Monticello 
Hotel are within the district in which 
the company has applied for a permit 
to operate. These hotels recently signed 


a temporary contract with Unien Elec- 
tric with a view of taking service from 
the new company or putting in a plant 
of their own In the fall. 

The high rates of the Union Electric 
Light and Power Co. are sald to be 
one of the principal reasons why the 
West End Light and Power Co. sprang 
into existence. Some large consumers, 
finding it burdensome to pay bills ag- 
|b ygpetee $2000 a month, began looking 

ww another means of supplying their 
electrical wants, 

A plan finally was hit upon to pur- 
chase the Browning-King franchise and 
operate under it. 


Same Old Contract, but New Prices. 

Mark Abrams, who has a store at 601 
Locust street, is unable to account for 
an increase in his electric light bills, 
and from an average of $26.49 for the 
first five months of the year, to an 
average of $45.95 for the other seven 
months. Abrams’ store is equipped 
with two are lamps and 2% incandes- 
cents, and he guarantees $20 qa month 
under an old contract at 8% cents a 
Lilowatt hour, with 20 per cent dis- 
count. He has been served all the 
time under this same contract. 

“I had to put up a deposit of $75 
to get the current turned on,” said 
Mr. Abrams to a Post-Dispatch report- 
er. “‘When I went up to apply for the 
service, I was told that a man by the 
name of J. Elias, who formerly had coen- 
ducted a store at 604 Olive street, owed 
a bill of $25. I had nothing in the 
world to do with Elias, and was not 
in any Way responsible for his debts 


Role of Collector Costly, 
“I happened to know how to reach 


Elias through a friend of mine, ana 
I wrote him and asked him’to tell Elias 
to send a check for $25 to pay the bili, 
I took the check to the office of thu 
company, and was told that some sort 
of proceedings had been started and 
that I would have to see some lawyers 
in a building at Broadway and Chestnut 
street. 

“I went to see the lawyers and they 
told me I would have to pay $14.57 for 
some sort of costs. Rather than to get 
into trouble I paid it, and I am still out 
my $14.57. 

“Elias handled the Goodyear raincoat 
goods, and so do I, but there was abso- 
lutely no connection between us. I con- 
sidered it an injustice to be asked to 
pay another man’s obligations, and I 
certainly got the worst end of the deal 
after I had tried to help Union Electric 
make ‘a collection. 


All He Gets In Talk. 
“IT have complained about my Dills, 
but can get no satisfaction. All that I 
get is a lot of technical talk about kilo- 
watt hours, amperes, volts and such 
things. The contracts are unintelligible 
to the average business man.”’ 

Artful Way ef Boosting Bills. 
Consumers who have ha4 their mini- 
mum monthly guarantees arbitrarily in- 
creased by Union Electric will find that 
this increase has correspondingly in- 
creased the amount of their bills and 
also the net rate per kilowatt hour. 
There appears in Union Electric con- 
tracts this clause, which is made the 
basis of the excuse for raising the min- 
imum guarantee: 


“If the consumer at.any time in- 
creases the connected load on the 
premises, the guaranteed connected 
load herein mentioned shall be cor- 
respondingly increased and shall not 
thereafter during the unexpired per- 
led of thin contract, or any extension 
thereof, be reduced.” 

It will be ebserved that the con- 
sumer cannot, after having once in- 
creased his installation, reduce it 
again so that he m 
fit of a lower minimum guarentee and 
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to try to reduce his bills he cut out 
some of the 16-candlepower lamps and 
put in 32-candlepower lobes. 
The company then increased his instal- 
lation from six lamps to seven lamps, 
and here is how its works out to the dis- 
advantage of the consumer: 
.appostolo’s December bill, rendered on 
the basis of six lamps, called for 66 
kilowatt hours of service at $4.79. 
His May bill, on a basis of a seven- 


hours of service at $5.15. 
Less Light, More to Pay. 

Appostolo used one-half kilowatt hour 
less electricity in May than in Decem- 
ber, according to his meter readings, but 
his bill, under the same contract and the 
same base rate, was 36 cents more—an 
increase of approximately 8 per cent in 
the rate by the mere increase of one 
lamp in the installation and no increase 
in the current consumed. 


In March Appostolo paid $5.19 for 76.5 
kilowatt hours of service on the six- 
lamp basi... He got 10 more 
hours of lizht then for just 4 cents more 
than he paid in May for 65.56 kilowatt 
hours, or 10 kilowatt hours less. 

Discount Reduced Also, 


Under the new contracts this increase 
in the minimum guarantee and the in- 
stallation cuts the consumer in another 
way. Every time Union Electric raises 
the installation the consumer's bills are 
made higher because it reduces the 
heurs’ use discount. 

A Broadway merchant, whose instal- 


lation was increased from 800 to 1200, 
and his maximum guarantee from $8) 
to $120 a month, will find that he Is 
paying a higher rate for current next 
month, because, while he will not con- 
sume any more electricity, his hours’ 
use discount will be reduced one-third, 
making his bills considerably higher. 
How Rate Is Made Higher. 

For instance, if he burned his 800 
lamps an average of three hours a day, 
he could burn his 1200 but an average 
of two hours a day. He would get a 
discount of 14 per cent on his bill for 
the three hours’ burn, and but 10 per 
cent for the two hours’ burn. 

A merchant whose minimum thus has 
been approximateiy raised, although 


the wires serving 400 lights in his store 
were cut, was not given the advantage 
of a reduction in the rate to whieh he 
would have been entitled on the basis 
of the increased installation. While 
the company endeavors to hold him to 
the rate called :.or in the contract, it 
increases his rate by cutting dogn his 
hours’ use discount. ? 
Curves Cant Convince Him. 

Julius M. Merz, a grocer, 1801 Sidney 
street, sends the Post-Dispatch copies of 
his old contract with the Laclede Pow- 
er Company and his new contract with 
Union pwlectric for the operation of his 
fans, wich the following letter: 

“The curves of the Union Electric 
Light and Power Co. fail to convince 
me. I have had power service from the 
Laclede Power Co. for three ceiling 
fans from May 1 to Nov. 1, during 195, 
1906 and 197 (6 a. m. to 12 p. m.), for 
which I had to pay as per inclosed 
contract, $37.80 per year. My (inclosed) 
contract for this year reads, for ex- 
actly the samie service, from May 30 to 
Oct. 15, at a rate of $50, less 10 per 
cent. The fact is that formerly I had to 
pay $387.80 (5 peer cent discount) for six 
months’ service, and now pay $50, less 

per cent, for 4% months’ service. 
Comment unnecessary.”

wide, has grown to a stream 2000 feet 
wide at places.

So far as 
known all the occupants were saved, but 
many nad narrow escapes. The property 
loss will be very heavy.

It is a lawyer’s right, it may be his duty, to 
defend a rogue when he is put on trial for his 
misdeeds.

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In rejecting the 7 cents bid of the Anzeiger for 
the city printing in German, the Council has per- 
formed a manifest duty. It has expressed its 
disapproval of the effort on the part of the com- 
bine of German newspapers to squeeze the City 
Treasury and has given it a well-merited rebuke. 
Whether the city will be subjected to the addi- 
tional cost of readvertising for bids depends upon 
the attitude of the combine managers—their re- 
alization in some measure of the obligation to 
play fair with the city, or their determination 
tc force out of the City Treasury exorbitant profits 
through the brutal strength of combine power. 
The German printing should not exceed the cost 
of English printing. But the Council will not 
have performed its full duty until it exposes 
the combine—yntil it makes clear the conspiracy 
by which the city can be held up every year by 





a German newspaper. The most effective remedy 
for wrong—for “hold-up’’ combination—is pub- 
licity. Let us have publicity on the German news- 
paper plunderbund.

A BARBAROUS SPECTACLE. 

One reads with mingled amazement and disgust 
the reports of the spectacular hanging of Jeffries 
at St. Charles. When over 1000 persons, includ- 
ing women and children, are permitted to witness 
the hanging of a prisoner, an execution ceases to 
be a solemn function of the State for the vindi- 
cation and enforcement of law and degenerates 
into a barbarous and brutal show. The exhibi- 
tion in question was a violation of good taste, 
of sound public policy and both the spirit and the 
letter of the law. 

Sheriff Hines has brought discredit upon the 
community of St. Charles. He has damaged the 
excellent reputation of its citizens for intelligence 
and love of law and order. He has proven his 
unfitness for his place and has earned a severe 
rebuke.

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HE DIED WORKING. 

It was characteristic of the late Louis Soldan 
that he died working. And even more character- 
istic was it that the work he was doing was for 
his fellow men. 

He was writing his annual report, stopped in 
the middle of a sentence and started to see his 
physician. Before he reached him he died. 

This was John Richard Green’s desire—to die 
working. And happily it was granted. John 
Quincy Adams, the “Old Man Eloquent,” fell to 
the floor of the House of Representatives: while 
speaking in pursuance of his public duties. Plato 
died writing—at least, one of his great works, like 
Mr. Soldan’s report, breaks off in the middle of 
a sentence, and tradition avers that he fell asleep 
while penning those words and so passed away. 
Chatham sank to the floor of the House of Lords, 
dying, while in the midst of a fervent appeal to 
the Government of that day to reverse itself and 
come to terms with the Americans, who were then 
in full revolt. 

It is a happy death—to die working. And thrice 

happy is he who dies working, not for his own 
persona] ends, but to advance the public welfare 
and the cause of humanity. 
Louis Soldan was in good company in the man- 
ner of his passing. The incident should be treas- 
ured in the memory of his friends; that is, the 
people of St. Louis. It is another ray of light 
revealing the man himself. 
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Hoke Smith is one of the men of whom it 
is asked: “How did he get there?” With con- 
siderable ability and a good measure of success, 
he has never persuaded people to take him quite 
seriously. His defeat is a surprise, but it is more 
surprising that the setback did not come early in 
his career. 
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NOT GUILTY BECAUSE HE WAS DRUNK. 
Assistant Surgeon Spear, U. S. N., on trial for 
forgery, by counsel admits the fact, but pleads 
that he was irresponsible because of the habitual 
drinking of Martini cocktails. 

He is not the only man who has been rendered 
irresponsible by too many cocktails. If such is 
the effect of hard drinking, why not give up the 
cocktails and highballs? People whose mental 
and moral equilibrium is upset by alcoholic 
liquors, coffee, cambri¢ tea or any other beverage 
should not be allowed to plead the habit as an 





excuse for wrongdoing. 


If a man drinks himself drunk in order to “get 
up nerve” to commit murder, will the jury acquit 
him on the ground that he didn’t know what he 
was about? 

Argument seems superfluous, but the Spear 
case, which is not singular, shows that the plea

N my father’s farm in the. Blue Ridge Mountains there was a variation 

O of the phrase about the early bird catching the worm. “The big 

chance comes early’’ was the saying which was dinned Into our ears. I 

never forgot that, nor did I ever get over the training I received on the farm 

and afterwards when my father moved to the town and tried to be a mer- 

chant. He was a man of prompt action, and we boys were trained to begin 
work directly we had finished breakfast. 

I got a position in a large, successful establishment. It had a _ record of 

many years of dignified prosperity. The principal owner of the company had 
begun the business, had watched its growth and was still its manager. He 
was a thoroughly good business man, but conservative. Personally he was 
one of the most charming persons in the world, incapable of saying a word that 
would make anyone unhappy. He had the delightful belief that his own success 
was largely due to his courtesy toward those he employed, and I have no doubt 
that this was largely true. 
_ But there is no doubt that many of Ais men soldiered on him. They 
would not have been human if they hadn't. I found that a large part of the 
first hour of the.day was taken up with conversation and with exchanges of 
gossip from their previous evéning’s social pleasures. It was really remarka- 
ble how pleasant even a business place could be. Fortunately or unfortunately 
for me, my early training asserted itself. Directly after I got to the office 
I buried myself in my work, and the consequence was that by the time my 
associates had finished their morning gossip my duties were in fine order for 
the day. This went on for some time, and occasionally I doubted my own 
sense in doing practically as much work in a day as two other men. 

But one afternoon I was summoned to thé inner office, and the manager 
said: ‘“‘You have seen, of course, that we have a rather easygoing place here. 
Many of these people have been with us most of their lives and they are 
brought up that way. Perhaps it is partly my fault in not being a little 
more strict. But I have noticed your habits and your work. You gain 
on everybody by the use of your first hour. That, as I see it, is the secret 
of modern success. Business is moving so rapidly that the man who does 
not use the first hour is going to slip behind. Now, I want you to consider 
whether or not you are equal to tunin this place up to quicker schedule."’ 

There was some resentment from the slow ones who would rather talk than 
work and who needed an hour or two of the company’s time to get on to earn- 
ing a part of their pay. But I took hold of the matter somewhat as our 
father used to take hold of us, and when the worst was over everybody 
knew that there would be no relapse into the former conditions. 

It was extraordinary how the new policy of fully using the first hour 


prospered and paid.

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Aleville Relative of Dead 
. Preacher Recalls Incidénts 
of His Career. 





Old residents of.-Belleville remember 
well when the Rev. William F. Boya- 
kin, who died Friday night in Marys- 
ville, Kan., at the age of 102, Was pas- 
tor of the Second Baptist Church in 
Belleville, and built with his own hands 
fn 1845 the church now standing on Main 
street.

CAPT. HANNA WARNED 
He Must Not Only Give Or- 
ders, but See to Their Exe- 
cution, Says Board. 








The giving of orders is not the only 
thing a police captain is expected to do. 
He must also see that the orders are 
carried out. That was clearly ex- 
plained to Capt. Robert M. Hanna, com- 
mander of the Wyoming Street Station, 
by President Gray of the Police Board, 
after Sergt. Daniel Carey had been re- 
duced to the rank of patrolman and Pa- 
trolman Harry Dyson had been repri- 
mended. Their offense was failing to 
prevent a riot at a South Side political 
meeting, neld in the interest of David 
A. Ball’s candidacy for Governor. 

Attorney Nicholas P. L. Rosch, pro- 
moter of the Ball meeting that was to 
have taken place Monday night in the 
Turner Hall at Thirteenth and Arsenal 
streets, told the Board how the meet- 
ing was broken up, just as it was being 
called to order, by roughs who charged 
into the hall and assaulted the Ball fol- 
lowers with beer glasses. Rosch said 
the bandages on his head concealed an 
ugly scalp wound, inflicted by one of the 
assailants. The attack, Rosch declared, 
was led by a man @*mplcyed as foreman 
at the Lemp brewery. 

Earlier in the day, Rosch testified, he 
received a telephone communication 
from a saloon keeper, Peter Wagner, 
telling him the Ball meeting must not 
take place. Rosch reported the com- 
munication at the Ball headquarters, 
and John F. Cummings. who was in 
charge there, called up Acting Chief of 
Police Gillaspy and asked for a detail of 
police at the hall, saying he anticipated 
trouble. 

Was Told to “Drop Around.” 

Gillaspy instructed Capt. Hanna to 

prevent trouble at the meeting. Hanna 
instructed Lieut. Deatherage. The latter 
instructed Sergt. Carey, and Carey in- 
etructed Dyson. 
Policeman Dyson, defending himself, 
said he had carried out orders. Sergt:. 
Carey merely told him, he said, to drop 
around at the hal! now and then and 
keep an eye on the meeting. Sergt. 
Carey admitted this was sv. He said 
that after receiving instructions from 
Deatherage to prevent trouble at the 
meeting he made inquiries of the man- 
ager of the hall and was assured by the 
latter there would be no trouble. 

Sergt. Carey was reduced for failure 
to ovey orders. Dyson was reprimand- 
ed for carelessness. Presiderit Gray told 
Capt. Hanna and Lieut. Deatherage that 
they must exercise more care in future 
with reference to orders. 

Talks His Job Away. 

“Silent Jim’”’ Joyce, for 32 years a pa- 
trolman, was dismissed from the force 
for intoxication. Although he earned his 
litle by being uncommunicative, Joyce 
talked himself out of his fob. Sergt.

“AUSSIN TRIP 


Czar Nicholas Takes Unusual 
Precautions to Assure 
Safety of Visitor. 


SY 





LONDON, June 6.—Realizing that apy 
untoward demonstration made against 
King Edward, by Russian subjects, dur- 
ing his trip to Reval, for a visit with 
Emperor Nicholas, would be a serious 
blot on the empire, the Czar is taking 
every precaution to insure the abso- 
lute safety of his visitor. 

Just before the King and Queen went 
aboard their yacht, 100 detectives and a 
flotilla of torpedo boats arrived from 
St. Petersburg to act as a convoy for 
the royal party. 

In addition to the Russian guards, 
the English cruisers Minotaur’ and 
Achilles and four torpedo boats are in 
the fleet. 

While at Reval no vessel will be al- 
lowed within 1500 feet of the royal 
yachts. 

All Will Be Searched. 

If any vessel wishes to send a boat 
ashore, it must first signal a torpedo 
boat which will escort it to the cruiser 
Asia, where the boat's occupants will 
be searched before being allowed to 
Jand. Similar regulations will be taken 
with all outgoing vessels. 

King Edward is expected to arrive in 
Reval Tuesday. The program is for 
him to lunch with the Czar aboard the 
Polar Star Tuesday and to dine aboard 
the Standart Wednesday. 

There will be no festivities on board 
the British royal yacht Victoria and 
Albert Wednesday. The Kings party 
will start home on Wednesday night. 
The party got away for Reval at day- 
break today. 

New Yitcht is Ready. 

The King’s new yacht, The Alex- 
andra, will join the party at Bruns- 
buttel. Prussia, and will be at the dis- 
posal of the royal party in the Baltic, 
Emperor Nicholas and other members 
of the imperial family, accompanied 
by a ntmerous suite, will leave Peter- 
hoff at 4 o’clock tomorrow afternoon 


for Reval to meet and welcome King 
Edward and Queen Alexandra.
